MANCHESTER, England—A meeting 
of the tupporters of the British dyes | M 
schemé.\was- held recently in the “Mid- 
lang Hotel,, Manehester, to- ~consider the 
position ‘caused by the ‘failure. to raise 
sufficient Capital to securé. the govern- 
ment’s.financial help, James Falconer, 
M. P., deputy chairman of the board: of 
directors, presided, and the meeting was 


thoroughly representative of the textile 
and dyeing trades. Sir Mark Oldroyd 
and Lord Moulton wrote supporting the 
scheme. 

The chairman said the one. object of 
the board all through had been to bring 
into one organization all the ~ trades 
interested in the supply of dyes, because 
in the situation which had arisen, it un- 
doubtedly would be a matter of great 
importance that all interested should 
act jointly and not separately. The gov- 
ernment had .offered to advance to. the 
company, if it was formed, upto £1,500,- 
000 sterling for the purpose of carrying 
out its object under terms. set out in 
the prospectus. Up to £1,000,000 they 
would advance £1 for each £1° sub- 
scribed. The amount subscribed was not 
sufficient to enable the company to carry 
out the general program set forth in 
the prospectus, and it was not what the 
trade could have.done. if they had real- 
ized the situation, as the subscribers had { 
realized it. The subscribers now had an 
opportunity of saying. whether they 4 
prepared to increase their subscriptions, 
or what’ course should be taken with a 
view to getting other people to come. in 
‘who hdd not-come in. They could easily 
have dropped the scheme, but'they had

Thie communication well sums’ up the 
attitude of ‘those seeking to ‘strike the 
words “proportional and” from the “con- 
stitution.

Mr, Arnold explained that the dye 
stuff industry in America. at this; mo- 
ment is in a somewhat peculiar “posi- 
tion, for the. German dyes are based 
upon patents, and the German patentees 
haye taken out American patents, so 
that the federal government here is en- 
gaged in protecting foreign. manufactur- 
ers at the expense of American ‘textile 
interests. At the present time there 
are quite large stocks of German dye, 
materials in this country, but just no 
they require to be “assembled” or com: 
bined in the proper proportions for the 
various purposes. 

“Tt is far from my intention to assert- 
that the situation here is not in an un- 
satisfactory condition,” said Mr. Arnold, 
“It is so, and danger of a shutdown is 
a possibility, of course, for the dye 
stocks must be at a comparatively low 
ebb, but they are not by any means 


certain of the members of the deputa- 
tion that hurried down to Washingtoz 
asserted. I can state most emphatically 
that the conditions in our mills at Pat- 
erson, N. J., are fairly representative 
of the conditions elsewhere in the’ coun- 
try, and-we are not by any means within 
measurable distance of closing down. 
“T am not at all sure that the fed- 
eral authorities should not be asked to 
take cognizance of the patent situation, 
and in the event of-a protracted strug- 
gle abroad, be prepared to take- some 
action that would.result in a-relief from 
the patent embargo that now exists, 
leaving the adjustment of claims until 
later. I ‘recognize, as does every one else 
in. the dyeing industry, that‘ the - mills 
cannot keep on indefinitely. without 


‘dyes, and relief will ‘be needed if the 


war continues over a long period. .We 
are now combining the constituent: parts 
that have been -brought in .from Ger- 
many, and that is where we stand at 
the moment. 

“We require to begin somewhere in 
everything, and I think it is quite time 
that the government took some prelim- 
inary action to put the dye-stuff in- 
dustry in this country on its fect. 
The longer such action is deferred the 
greater period will be required.” 
~The action of; the Midvale Chemical 
Company of St. Louis in establishing a 
$250,000 dye plant in Elizabeth, N. J., 
Was ‘commented upon favorably by Mr. 
Arnold, and has been interesting the 
It is quite 
apparent, however, to all concerned that 
no immediate help may be looked for 
from this quarter, for considerable time 
1 must pass before they .can be put. into 
operation—perhaps not ‘before the pres- 
ent “European condition. ends. It: is‘un- 
derstood, by those familiar with manu- 
facturing conditions that this plant and 
the one to be established by Brooklyn 
interests on a million-dollar scale. will 
eventually be in position to supply the 
more pressing demands. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Arnold is of the opinion that 
no. immediate shutdewn need be looked 
for, and that the present dye stocks 
will enable the mills to run many 
months.

-Then 
the Puritans come to find their new 
home, to trade. with the Indians; and 
establish. peaceful relations with them, 
The first section ends with a processional 
that comes over the hillthe infant Lex- 
ington .borne on a litter of rushes and 
protected by Peace and her attendants. 
By now the moon has risen. 

The second part is introduced by a 
duet of buglers placed in the groves, each 
side of the grounds and indicating .the 
military and semi-realistie nature of this 
section. Lights are focussed upon a large 
group seen at the farther side of the 
grounds and now gradually approaching 
the center—an allegorical vision of the 
dawn of American liberty. This vision 
crosses the groynds and fades away, to 
be followed by a representation of the 
events directly incident to the first Pa- 
triots day, April 19, 1775. 


Tempered Realism

gram of work and became militant, not 
only ‘out of” impatiente to: right and 
wrong, but because she considered that 
militancy ‘was the only way to arouse 
the proverbial lethargy of the politician. 
She was arrested for the first time in 
1907,-when, at the head of a deputation, 
she was on her way to the House of 
Commons to present to Mr. Campbell- 
Bannerman, the then prime minister, a 
resolution which had been pagsed at 
Caxton hall calling upoh government to 
enfranchise the womei/ of the country. 
‘As the leider of the deputation; “Mrs. 
Despard ‘was the first to be arrested, and, 
also in that capacity, was givén an extra 
week of imprisonment. .The date upon 
which Mrs. Despard was. first arrested 
is a particularly memorable one in the 
annals of the militant movement. ~ It 
was the first occasion upon which’ the 
mounted police were called out to deal 
with the suffragettes.

The’ land is almost all 
on slopes, which give variety and make | J 
gardening: seem less dull than. when. it 
is:conducted on the flat. Most convincing 
of all was the sight of what the wo- 
men fruit. growers had already done— 
acres of land planted with maiden ap- 
ples, young plum, damson, and cherry 
trees by the thousand. -Many ‘raspberry, 
canes and gooseberry bushes had also 
gone in. With planting naturally goes 
pruning, and the pupils had been tanght 
to distinguish fruit buds and to know 
how to shape a young tree.

Settlement of 

Wilhelmina Case’ 

The Wilhelmina case, to which Am- 
bassador von Bernstorff alluded in the 
embassy memorandum as still unsettled, 
and as illustrating the failure of the 
United States to protect its commerce 
with Germany, was finally disposed of 
this week by an agreement under which 
Great Britain will pay the price the 
owners would have realized on the cargo 
had it gone to Hamburg. Compensa- 
tion also is provided for the loss sus- 
tained by the owners by reason of the 
interception and detention of the ship. 
A referee to be named by Walter H. 
Page, American ambassador to London, 
and Sir Edward Grey, British foreign 
secretary, will determine the total 
amount of the payment due the Wil- 
helmina’s owners. The Wilhelmina, it 
will be recalled, is an American steam- 
ship which sailed from New, York for 
Hamburg, Germany, on Jan. 22 with a 
‘cargo of food. products owned and 
shipped by the W. L. Green Commission 
Company of St. Louis, Mo. Counsel for 
that firm say that the final action of the 
British government was taken only after 
a very full investigation into the entire 
history of the shipment, the ownership 
of the cargo and the conditions of its 
proposed disposal in Germany. It is 
virtually, they say, an admission/of the 
substantial justice of the contention 
that the American shippers were within 
their rights. 

So far as may be seen at present the 
only losers by the prolonged detention 
of the Wilhelmina will be the owners 
of the vessel, and their loss will be the 
amount of the demurrage charges, which 
were not allowed.. The British govern- 
ment, it appears, takes the ground that 
the Wilhelmina was free to sail at any 
:moment after her @rrival at Falmouth 
ron Kéb. 9 if she discharged her cargo of 
foodstuffs.. This’ her captain declined 


to do. 


{Other Shipping 
Cases Still Pending. 


In response to complaints and appeals 
for rélief fromthe owners of/American 
ships and cargoes now held in British; 
ports, mainly at. Kirkwall, the state de-| 
partment at Washington is said to be

Great Britain. requesting more éxpedi- 
tion in the prize courts. The Wilhelmina 
case is the only one to be settled thus 
far, and this was, practically; taken out 
of the prize court and pags irectly 
by the British government. ypical 
case is said to a YS mship 
Antilla, tied aie tland, 
since Feb. 26, and unable: to, get before 
a prize court. Her cargo was- composed 
mainly of meat products of various kinds 
consigned to Sweden. Both Danish and 
British consulates in New York certified 
that there was nothing in the Antilla’s 
cargo not specifically covered by the 
Swedish embargo, that is, the goods 
were not such as could be exported*from 
Sweden to Germany. Similar conditions 
are said to exist in the case of the 
American steamer Joseph W. ‘Fordney, 
seized off the Norwegian coast and taken 
to Kirkwall. The demurrage charges in- 
cident to the detention of some of the 
American vessels ‘is said to be~very 
heavy, those of the Antilla amounting 


to $1500 a day. The state department; 
will strive, it is sdid. to relieve. the 
seized vessels as far as possible in. this 
respect through correspondence with’ the 
British government. 

A cable from London, dated the 13th 
inst., said that sitting in the prize court 
on tha@?day, Sir Samuel T. Evans, judge 
of the court, denied immediate trial. to 
certain Norwegian steamers in detention. 
The ‘court room, it was- said, ‘was 
crowded with attorneys representing the 
shipowners and American: firms having 
goods on board these vessels, which 
have been -held since November ‘last.. 
American packers had nearly $3,000.000 
worth of provisions in the ships. The 
lawyers pleaded for an immediate trial, 
urging that the shipowners would. be 
seriously affected by the continued ‘de-} 
lay, but the court acted on the plea’ of | 
the crown counsel for further tire: to} 
investigate.

As to the comparative value of differ- 
ent groups of Ohopin’s works, Mr. Bor- 
wick placed the concertos for pianos and 
‘orchestra below the etudes, ballades, ma- 
‘zurkas and scherzos: “Ido not rate the 
concertos high,” he explained, “because 
in them Chopin dealt with forms more or 
less stereotyped.. We do not’ feel him at 
ease in them. His garments hang loosely 
on him. The concertos contain some 
finely conceived passages, but they do 
not have that masterful interrelation 
of idea and fofm which other Chopin 
writings have. This may not matter 
greatly, but if we judge the composer 
by the strictest standards, we have to 
admit that it is so.” 


Very high in rank’ stand the scherzos, 
in Mr. Botwick’s view. Weighing the 
question whether their content meas- 
ures up to.their designation, “Are the 
pieces light’enough properly to be called | 
scherzos?”’ he pondered. “I do not ‘know. 
that they are. And yet there is a cer- 
tain formal implication in the term 
‘scherzo which I think Chopin has re- 
vealed in these four works. To look at 
them more broadly, their form is large 
and impressive. An extensive canvas is 
filled with perfect success. I think the 
fourth scherzo is too much, neglected. 
And there are many other neglected 
Chopin works which rank with the best. 
Besides the fourth scherzo, I think ‘the 
fourth ballade is less often played than 
it deserves to be. Only .a few of the 
etudes are. performed with any | fre- 
quency. Those which are ased may be 
the best platform pieces, but there are 
plenty ,of them just as strong.that, do 
not get on programs. I think that~both. 
sets of etudes are little short. of miracles 
in the short form:- Chopin in these‘pieces 
has given us the greatest technica]. in- 
terest, and he has wedded it to profound 
content. The etudes may be thought of 
as one of the great achievements of 
musical history. They may be’ men- 
tioned, though not necessarjly with the 
idea of comparison, as belonging near 
the 48 preludes and fugues of Bach. Such 
a high place do the etudes hold as an 
ever fresh\achievement of the artistic 
mind, And: to:.cite: semething’ more} 
familiar from the Chopin repertory, there 
is the A-flat ballade. Certainly this is 
as vital in its way as is the ‘Waldstein’ 
sonata of Beethoven.”

Aeroplanes, sub- 
marines, seventeen centimeter guns are only expressions of that 
unreasoning and unreasonable hatred of Truth which strives inces- 
santly to tighten the bandage of darkness over the eyes of the people. 
Men fight not in the least against the armies of other nations, but 
still, as the great apostle to the Gentiles wrote to the Ephesians, 
“against the rulers of the darknéss of this world.” ‘In this s€nse- 
the war in Europe is Armageddon, but Armageddon is the battle 
joined, now and for all time, between Truth and error. 
| This being so, it behooves all mankind to learn the lesson of the 
war, for it is a lesson for neutrals not less than for belligerents. The 
actual fighting is only one expression of the evil thinking which is 
inherent in every human consciousness. The founder of. the Chris- 
tian religion never laid special stress on the specific evi of war, and 
when he bade men turn their cheek to the smiter, he most emphati- 
cally was not referring solely or even principally to the man in arms.

A Symphony Without a Score ° 


Some of our readers may have observed that a récenf series 
of articles in our editorial columns derived their title from Channing’s 
“Symphony.”” Channing’s use.of the word “‘symphony”’ to express 
a. well-ordered plan of conduct, is not such a pronounced departure 
from the actual and literal meaning of the word as it at first appears. 
For while it is true, that'the word primarily coricerns musical sounds 
and is. commonly used to. designate. the most important, form of 
‘instrumental musi¢,yit must not be forgotten, that music is a thing 
of thought.and not/Of the ear only. 

The author of the “Religio Medici” writing on this peat 
says, “There is a.musick wherever there is a harmony, .order or 
proportion. for well-ordered motions, though they give 
no sound unto the-ear, yetvto. the understanding they strike a.note 
most full of harmony.” “Tio what better use then: could the word 
“symphony”. be put than that-.of expressing a complete and well- 
ordered plan of conduct? It is prebable that most people believe 
themselves to be equipped with some kind. of symphony or plan of 
life, but how many are there who could state its nature in clear, 
concise language? ‘To illustrate, nearly every one believes in ‘his 
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. ability to look at and pass judgment upon pictures, but when asked 


to state‘in words what it is that. makes a good picture, ninety-nine 
people out of a hundred will reply evasively, “I-ion’t know enougli. 
for that, but I-know what I like, when I see it. ” - A moment’s 
consideration will show that this is a fallacy. For ‘without some 
knowledge, however slight,.of the difficulties. that have. _been met 
and mastered ‘in the production of a picture, without some slight 
acquaintance with the ryles that\govern the whole question of 
painting, it is not possible to know what is- worth liking in a picture, 
and it is a mistake to suppose that mere sensual attraction provides 
anything more than a fleeting impression 1 in no way indicative. of 
the real merit of the work. ae
